FAITH—STILL BELIEVES MUSSOLINI

1 These are bad days for those who had 
I nourished the hone that the great democ- 
I racies of Europe, especially Great Britain, at 
last would bestir themselves to stem the 
Fascist tide. * 

For faulty and cynicism It would be dif¬ 
ficult to beat the statement of Prime Min¬ 
ister Neville Chamberlain. After all these 
months of bluff and manoeuvre.behind the 
smoke screen of the Nonintervention Com¬ 
mittee. Chamberlain finally says plainly that 
he Is interested In one thing only, namely, 
that there shall be no permanent Italian 
military occupation of Spain. 

In spile o^aU the hypocrltieal pretensions 
of hi* government and Its Foreign Secretary, 
Anthony Eden. Chamberlain finally shows 
that he Is not interested in preventing for¬ 
eign Intervention tnxhe civil war; he la not 
Interested in upholding principles of Inter¬ 
national law or national sovereignty; he is 
not interested In ending the conflict. 

He expressed himself as "satisfied" with 
the present situation on one ground only— 
the Italian assurance that Italy does not 
intend to hold any part of Spain or the Bal¬ 
earic Islands after the war Is over. 

Says Mr. Chamberlain of the Italian 
promise: . • 

"I accept these assurances as being given 
in good faith. I am very glad they have been 
given. They relieve 111 61 a situation which. 
H it had arisen, might have (hade a material 
change in the military conditions of the 
western Mediterranean and would have been 
a matter of serious concern to His Majesty's 
government. Happily, this is not the ease."

QN THE AIR 


Recent reports from the Nel¬ 
son ares In southeastern British 
Columbia advise that this camp 
is now producing gold at the 
rate of approximately $260,000 
or higher a month. Sheep Creek 
Gold Mines Ltd., the leading 
producer in the area, reports an 
output of gold valued at $81,900 
In September, which Is slightly 
lower thai\ the August produc¬ 
tion; and the Reno Mine, which 
is next on the list, reports a pro¬ 
duction valued at $605,800 In the 
nine months ending September. 
Other producers in the area in¬ 
clude the Ymlr Yankee GW. 
Ymlr Consolidated, Wesko and 
Bayonne properties, the output 
from which ranges in value from 
a few thousand dollars to $35,000 
or more a month. All seven 
properties are located in the 
western half of the Nelson area. 

In the eastern half of the 
area, however, with the excep¬

Costs of newspaper publishing, 
according to statistics tabulated, 
have been advancing recently 
jar . ouL. of. proportion, -lo ..in- 
creased receipts from advertising 
and circulation. Payrolls. It was 
stated, have jumped ahead of 
even the 1929 levels, both through 
wage Increases and from addi¬ 
tional employees taken on, while 
receipts generally are still well 
below the 1929 total. 

Publishers are paying more 
for metal, fuel, services, news¬ 
print and all the numerous re¬ 
quisites for producing a news¬ 
paper.

to payrolls, la newsprint paper,

[ ber are unusuaUy wet, the rain¬ 
fall for the year will be Just about 
average, 27 inches. In recent 
years the rainfall ha* been above 
average.
